The sugar is damped from 
these 223 pound bag.s.. after weigh- 
fug, into a dlsiniegr.-itoi- to remove 
lumps, and passed up .six storie.'i by 
bucket conveyor where it is mLxed 
Willi 1« per cent of molasses, the 
-HUff.ar being 9" per cent pure ,ind the 
impuritiea o;i ilio outside of the 
crystals. Tlie mixture i.vr spun In 
centrifugals, wire gauze hasketj, re- 
volving at ,'i thoiisiand. révolutions jx-r 
minute where tlte niolas.^cs is foreed 
out by centrifugal force, washed .ukI 
auinpcd In diasolver.s 09 and half per 
(•enl pure. 

To the re.sultliiK: dark, innrl;y 
i'luid lime is added to destroy acid- 
ity, diatomaccoHS earth (refined face 
powder) to coaguhite suspended d'rt 
etc, which is removed In lent, filters 
leaving the cake behind and giving 
» sparkling ll<iuid similar to rye 
whiskey. The brown tint Is removed 
by passing through 20 foot animal 
charcoal filter.-i. Tho water-while llau- 
id icavins tliosp Ik eoncehlralert In 
triple effect evaporators, crystallized 
In vacuum pans, crystals grown ef- 
centrifugalatcd, died in revolving 
driims, screened and btigged nnio- 
inat%3al1y. 

Lumi» sugar is granulated, mixed 
with a heavj' symp and auloniatleal- 
ly moulded In a Ilersey press, there 
being three standard oiibca, pink te.i 
nigger golf and out bar— the Iti&i be- 
ing a hca\ily compressed sugar In a 
concrete bar. 

Tho bags retain olliiging sugar, m 
are washed by counter current sys- 
tem and . the ' swool water reconcen- 
tratéd; the' same applies to the calfo 
on the leaf filters,, tho charcoal fil- 
ters, etc. Tlic niolusKCK :ilHf) conlains 
sugar so is reconcontratcd an<l tjie 
s'ugar crystallized out in the Burdorf 
crystallizcrs.

SOME NOTES ON THE 
CANx^DI AN UNIVERSITIES 

With A Brief Outline For Each 



"Western University'.'" a.sked a Mc- 
GUl undergnid at the be«lnn,:ng of tho 
basketball season, "where Is thnl — 
out in .\lberta'.'" 

That query was remembered last 
week whoii the Dally pui>lishtd some- 
thing about •l.hu Usivcrsitles of Scot- 
land, and It was considered to bo 
— well, maj-be rathor fooliilh to start 
In tolling about the Scottish Unlvoi- 
sitie« when not i.'Xtraordlnarily niuoli 
was known about the Canadian ones. 
Itocognizing this, the Dally herewith 
Is published a few iiotos on the un- 
vorsltlos of the Dominion. believing 
that they nitiy prove ot some slight 
Intorcst to many, and at any rate 
tliat they arc probably bettor than 
"ordinary filler." ^ 

"It Is probably not true to «ay that 
Canada has evolved a Ulsllnctlvc type 
of Unlvorslty," says ' President Mac- 
kcn'/.ie of IJalhousle'' and yot Canad- 
ian hlgheii institutions ot hinrninp: 
differ in many way.s from the cor- 
responding Instltuliona ni Uie Bi'lllsh 
Isles iin<l in the Unllcd States. One 
might d'ivirio Canadi.in Univorsities 
into groups determined by tho proto- 
type after wludi each was con-^cloUMly 
or uncon.sciously modelled. In the 
t'lr«l group ore those which I'ollowod 
closely the Oxford tradition — King's 
.Vew Brunswick, Bishop's Toronto and 
.some of its federated collegCH (Uni- 
versity Trinity Wycliffe.) The IJni- 
vor.stles In the Hcennd group are thoHO 
which modelled lliuniHOlVeH on Kdin- 
bi'irgh, viz. Dalhoiislo, McGIII,' Queen's. 
Ditval in Quebec, l.,aval In Montreal 
(which has lii.lo:y changed its name lo 



that of t.he University of Montreal), ion imll! after the eloso of the Amer 
and Ottawa have followed closcl.v the 
forms and tradition of France. Tho 
four western provincial Universities 
of .Manitoba. Saskatcho-vvan, Alberta 
and British Columbia, and eapecially 
the tlu-ee Itust. bear a close reseinb- 
lasco to the State irnlvorHltie.i of the 
United States. The L'niverslllea whie.h 
have not been named are perhaps 
more free from direct inillatiuu -•:>f 
older iypes . 

"As the years have gone by, uH those 
Institutions while - iimlnlnlnlng In- 
dividuality and evidences of their 
original form, have tended to unlforni- 
Ity in mtmy inipoi-ttmi regtird.s. Thun, 
t.hoy all rcriiilrc four years for tho 
Dacelor (I'liss) Degree In Arts. or In 
Sclonct, Again they htivo a common 
stîindîvrd of prollmlimry education for 
admission to tho course leading to 
the degrees." 

Honour courses aro a feature ot 
the Canadian Universities which d'is- 
tlnguliihos them from the tyPlciM uni- 
veriiille.-i of tile Uuilcil .SI.atcB, and lo 
wlili-J) uuiHl bo a iirihijted ii-iiicli of the 
success of (Jana.dlan at,udents in post- 
graduate work in honio tind furoign 
universities. 

In an tippundlx to tho report of tho 
Minister of KditciUion for Ontario, 
isntj, are outlined the reasons for the 
lato beginnings, :uid, tor a. long time 
alow growth of higihor education In 
Cunadii. 

"This couiitry with the OKCcpllon of 
sniall portions of Quebec and Acndia, 
■was hot occupied by. a w.hlte populai- 



ican llpvoliitionary War. Tho con- 
clusion in ns.1 of the Treaty of Paris, 
by whch tho Independence of the 
United States was rocogni',!cd. was 
tho signal for the exodus from uliat 
country of the United Empire I>oyal- 
iss. wlio settled In various parts of the 
Dominion of Canada.

T!ic 
population Was smull; the octtlemcnts 
were JsDlated; there was nu municipal 
niaehlnory; an.l tho attention of llic 
leglal.'Uuro.s was chiefly occupied with 
provldiiis for the admlnlslrallon .if 
Justice developing , moans of oom- 
inunlcntlon between different parts ot 
the couirtry and devising systoms of 
e.vchaiigu to facllltato a growing 
lu.slice, do/c!opl".g means of coni- 
coniinerce. During all this period of 
strenuous nffbrt to better their inater- 
lal conditionH however the odionists 
novot* lost sigiht of the desirability if 
not necessity, of establislilnir univer- 
sities."

rines may be Found in 
St. John's Gospel 

-\ yieat part of modern civiliza- 
'.ioii i.i ija^-i'd on (.licck and Hebrew 
Uaditions.'' dechired Dr. W. D. 
Woodheud, Huad of the Uepartment 
of Chissics at .McOiil spe.ili:;;,- be- 
iorii the Vouiijf .Men's Forum yester- 
day afternoon at the Central y. Al . ' 
C. A. Dr. Woodhead announced 
that his subject, '.Greek and Hebrew 
Influences in Christianity'^ would be 
dealt with in two lectures, of which 
yesterday's was the flrti. ,, 

Dr. Woodhead ii-jecd ilie evolu- 
tion of Greek phllosopliy and sa-ve a 
brief aurvcf of Greek religion. Ori- 
ginaly the Greeks worshipped nature 
and deified the woods and .streams. 
The first mention of gods was found 
In iiomcr. These yo'l.s ,-'j,.n:ed lo be 
entirely secular in character. and 
tradition relates that life on Olympus 
wiis.not very orderly. The god...- had 
all human failtle.s. 

Taking Athens as a pattern of ;iv- 
era-^-e Greek lite of the time. Dr. 
W'oodheud „aid that in tlic fifth 
ceulur.v, religion look the form of 
pratrioti.sni. It 'way slate cor.tr.ji ed 
and there was no organizod priest- 
hood. Greece was free to form its 
own opinions. This was in striking 
contrast to the Hebrews. 

The religion of ancient '.liecèe w;!.-" 
entirely divorced from ethics. This 
Is very important factor to be con- 
!?idered In this particular .study. Bs 
bad side is obvious. Its good side 
is apparent in that the Greeks wore 
freo in thought and not ' oppressed by 
fear as were the Hebrews. The 
Greek religion wa.'* polytheistic, tliat 
of the .lews monotheistic, depending- 
upon the Mosaic law. The .Icwish 
religion was very dugmatle aiiu in 
contrast to the Greek pi-osorved a 
close i-olatlon.ihip between reli.ijion 
and nitirals. The fear of God wn.« 
predominant. In other words the 
Greeks looked to the kingdom of 
man, the Hebrews lo the kiim'doni of 
God. 

Later there cuine a transition on 
the part of the Creek. The poet? of 
this age were somewhat like the ITe- 
brcw prophets. A tendehcj* toward 
monol .lelsm became nianifo; l . tn tho 
fifth century, a now religion appear- 
ed which tatiglil the theory of k;i1- 
vation or fliimnallon ot man. Other 
religions of mystic slgn^■ and syni- 
Ibols c.imc Into being, inlliations bo- 
ing solemnly held and i>'edgcs of iC- 
crecj' nstrhctod. Conseciucntly little 
Is known ot them. 

At this time philosophers turned' 
their iittention to icliKion. "If oxen 
had hands they would fornt gods af- 
ter their own fashion in the .same 
manner as man dous." said one. 
Stories of the older poets wore purl- 
fled by allegory. Tho most Innior- 
tant phase of this aff0'W.<is the actual 
protect made by ph41ui0[>her8 against 
the old stories. 




Socrates and Plato sought for per- 
nianriit iji-inciplc: upon which to 
base these changes. They rciki^ed 
that something w.is iranieve;iblo. All 
moving things are unreal. The real 
things are sufh as truth and beautjr.' 
These two philoso[)hcra threw over- 
board all the old immoral stories 
about the gods. .Socrates taught that 
a god would not do wrong, that,' a 
god wan truth, and therefore, coiild 
not He or deceive. With Plato't 
«istance, Socrtites' scheme was ad- 
opted. 

Plato also drew up a scheme ot 
ediiciitloii in which man should icarn 
all about inic beauty, truth,' etc. . -; 

br. Woodhead declared Ui.it tho 
most Important things about Chris- 
tianity are the Greek and Hebrew 
'iifliiences. in the Gospel of St. 
•Udiii one may find the coalition of 
Jewish and Christian doctrine. 

The speaker concluded bv saying 
that philosophy In tho old days was 
more than a slndy and that - it waii'- 
a way of life. '

UNIVERSITY CONSTITUENCIES 

Word comes from Olta^vn that a member of llic Federal 
House propose! iiitroducirif; tlic resolution: 

■'Tiiait in llic opinion of this Mouse the lime has arrived in our 
national development when Parliamentary rcprcsd'ntation should 
b^^^^^^cd our C.'inadiarj universities." 

'■•-.■^'Thc idea of allocating scats in the House of Commons to the 
universities seems a fcood ci'nc, and since it has long been one of the 
features of the British parliametUary system, it is rather surprising 
that it has not been brought up for consideration in Canada before. 
The men of ihc universities, by having separate represci'nta- 
lion, might well exert a considerable influence for good in Domin- 
in politics which, as everyone will admit, can stamd improvement. 
They .should be able to view more clearly and intellincnlly the true 
||j^'i'.ssues confronting the electorate and not be infltici'nced by the catch- 
words of polilicans and the- waving of party banners to the same 
txlcnt as the majority of citizetns. 

Again, the introduction of university parliamentary constitu- 
encies .should tend lo increase the interest of the university inen in 
political affairs, and bring the outstanding problems of national 
aind international importance more forcibly to^thc notice of that 
class which, above all others in the country, should' be inilcrested in 

course, there is another side to the question. The university 
men might prove no more reasonable, .no «ainer than the rest of the 
:]ectora|te. It tnighl be that the university would not differ from any 
rliffer from any ordinary' political constituency that at election time 
student life would be completely disorganized while political cam- 
paigns were in full swing and the air filled with political oratory; 
and that in the end students would not vote as university men, but 
purely simply as party men. If this were to be true, it is quite obvious 
that there would be no sense in giving universities special re- 
presentation, 8^'nd it is around this question of ithc university man's 
' separation from ordinary party politics that the arguments rcgard- 
ir.;; ti.e ;-.-r.po£i;lion must center. "

their voices at the increasing tendency in the universities of serving 
everything to |the studejnts' in n jsrcparcd form, ;;iving all, as it 
were, a sugar coating, that the pill might be the more easily 
swallowed. Such has been Dr. Stephen Leacock's attack against the 
■'serving" of leotures to students in fixed doses, — such has beefi 
.Dean Ira Mackay's constant objection. Both insn, so well known 
?and adtiiired, arc, together with many others, striking dominant 
ncilcs which are indeed worthy of consideration. Dr. Leacock points 
;o Oxford and its .■;yste!n of tutor,-.; Dean Mackay pleads for fewer 
'cctures, more research and more individual study on the part of 
'îvery student. 

And after all, liiis tendency in the un'.vr.rsily is merely the re 
.'lection of what is going on in the outer v/orld. For there, indeed, 
ill has reached the "tabloid" stage. Newspapers are so written as 
to be easily absorbed; music — ^thc finest product of the masters — 
ih perverted for the sake of the crowd, served with that sugar coal- 
ing which may be sweet, tfut is exceedingly deadly; lecturers come 
before luncheon clubs — clubs to which praqlical business men rush 
during the noon hour — and try to speak to their audiences about 
various subjects, covering sacred ground in fifteen short minutes, 
is a world of superficiality — a grinding, rushing world, 
'p;;' /\nd against such a world the university must erect huge 
""barriers and' keep the influences out . The students should rather 
' throw themselves into that atinospherc of study and research which 
differentiates the univcr.sity from ,the world in which it is placed 
: To measure; all in "tabloid" by the capacities of the "man on the 
: street" is moat certainly not applicable to the college. Yet even 
.•>;;■, .witli'ithcse barriers, which should be put up, the students must keep 
■;fé''^^''iy<is on ibc world and' realize iils problems and it difficulties. 
]^ the world must be watched, carefully observed and studied, 

, its influences must be kept outside the walls of (the university.

Baptist Educational Society, which 
had a decade previously cstalV.lahcd 
Morton Acadomy as a secondary 
school, Acadia College was Incorporat- 
ed in 1S40 by Act o£;;UJC;-Xova Scotia 
Ijcylslaturc with the powers of a Uni- 
versity. The early blstoiy of Acadia 
Is insepar.al)ly connected with the 
names of Dr. Crawley and Dr Cramp 
lagely as a dcault of their efforts 
and sacrifices, tho educational work 
of Acadia was niade'efrccilve .-ind the 
institution put on a greatly improved 
financial biisis. 

The Ho.T.rrt of Governors Is ap- 
pointed by the Baptist Convention of 
Uho Maritime Provnices, but the stu- 
dents are subject to no religious teste. 



Alberta 



In the first session after provincial

College w;ls lacor- 
poratcd in the University College. Tho 
con-nectlon witl: McGIII was biwight 
to a close In 1015 when, the Unlvcralty 
of British Columbia, Incorporated by 
an Act of 1008, was opened. 

The University site consists of BIO 
arrcs on Uie heudlanid of Point Grey 
300 feet abovo the aca. 

Dalhousie 

During the war of 1812, the port of 
Castlne in Maine was occupied for 
some lime by Sir. John Sherbrooke. 

e customs revenues collected dur- 
ing tho occupnjtlon were appropriated 
by the ISriilsh govornmcnt Tor pro- 
vincial purpo.ses, and with them 
George Itamsay. ninth ISrl of Dal- 
.housie, and Lleulcnant-Governor of 
.Vova Kcotia In .succession to .Shcr- 
Inooke, foiindcd in 1S18 Dalhousie Col- 
lege, which In l.sn was granted uni- 
versity powers. Foiu- years later tho 
University was closed, but In 1803 It 
w.i.a re-organlxcd and from 1897 de- 
veloped jiroceeded raiiidly.

Although Laval Tvaa not established 
tts a University until 1802, It Jiaa a 
Wstoiy going back to tho French ro- 
Kimo wjien Francois Xa\-ier do l^avol- 
Montmoroncy, who had been In 165S 
appointed by the Pope his Vicar 
Apostolic in Canada and who later 
became Bishop of Quebec, established 
the Seminary of Quebec in 1663 as a 
training •chobl and home for the 
secular priests. 

The University was founded by tho 
Seminary of Quebec under a lloyal 
Charter.

"To establish one unlver/ilty for the 
whole of Manitoba on t,ho model of 
the University of London, for the 
piirliosc of ralNluï the .■"tandavd ol' 
hightr educ.-itloii in Die I'rovlnce, and 
of en.abling all deiiominat-ions and 
classes to obtain academical degrees" 
was tbo purpose of an .Vd passed in 
1877 by the Manitoba Legls'ature.

■stilu-tlon was the "University of 
Manitoba" which was then mainly an 
examining and dogrce-conferring 
body, li was in 1900 empowered to 
give Jnstructlon. 

The University has the sole power 
of conferring degrees la Arts, Science. 

Ivnginopring, Pharmacy 
Agrlculturo find Arohltccturc In the 
province. 

Montreal 

l-'or nearly a duarter of a century. 
Laval UiilvcrRlty continued to edu- 
cate students, examine canidldatos 
and confer degrees at Quebec under 
the lloyal Charter of 1852. Meanwhile 
the demand was Increasing: in Montreal 
for a Uonian Catholic University In 
this city, "A. Bull of canonical estab- 
lishment" of 1870 determined that 
while Laval remained tho sole Catholic 
University of the Province It should 
bo rcriulrcd to establlsji a brancH In 
.Montreal. 

Since 'ISSS "(.H-ival a .Montreal" has 
been practically Independent of, 
though receiving Its dogrecs from, 
Quebec and In 1920 It was incorporat- 
ed as -Montreal University by au -\ct 
of the Provincial Legislature.

New Brunswick 

As far back as 1800 a charter was 
Issued under the Great -.Sent of tho 
province for the establisluDCni and lii- 
copporalon of a. seininury of learning, 
named the "College of New Bruns- 
wick." A lloyal Charter of 1S2S ro- 
incorporatcd t.ho institution under the 
name of "King's Coiloge" and confer- 
red on it university powers, but made 
it at tho same time a Church of Eii.ii- 
land College. Al! religious tests, 
however wore lute nboliahed and in 
1S69 King's College was merged In 
the University of .N'cw Br'fiswick 
established in that year. The Pro- 
v:iiclal governn'enl .ippolnl.s the 
Chancellor and a majority uf the gov- 
erning body. 

Ottawa 

The first Uoman Catholic University 
in Ontario was the University of Ito- 
glopolis at Kliigaton begun in IS37 
by .Vlexander .Macdonell. first; P.oiiian 
Calliolic l^lshop of Upper Canada, who 
had urgani/.cd the famous Canadian 
Glcn.(?arry neglmcnt during tho War 
ut IS I'.:. Iteglupolis discontinued its 
academic work a quarter of a century 
ago. 

"The College of Bytown" Incorpor- 
ated in IStlt rhanged its mime in ISCI 
to "College of Qtlaw.i." and became in 
ISGC the University of Ottawa with 
power to grant degrees. The Uni- 
versity Is conducted by t.he Ob:ate 
Fathers of Mary Iminaunlato . 

St. Michael's oslabasiied in 1S5'.' by 
the order of St. Basil in France, w.is 
affiliated to tho University of 
Toronto in ISSl, and became one of 
the university colleges in 1907. 

St. Francis Xavier 

Founded ut .Snllgontsli In 1S54, the 
university was authorized In ISOii to 
grant degrees, and was endowed with 
full univer.vlty powers In 18S-'. .V ;iev.- 
chartcr was granted In 1909. Th-.- Ui-.l- 
vcrsit.v Is i.nv or l.he dircctioir Oi' the? 
Koman Ci:li .lie Church, but thoi-.! are 
no religious icsts for entrance or de- 
gi'ees. 

Saskatchewan 

111 i:io:f an Onlinance to establish .i 
University for the .Vorth AVe=t 
Territories was pM.>ised. The Act 
establishing the Univerilly of Sask- 
atchewan dates from April, 190T. 
Temporary (luarters were secured and 
ola.«se.s in Arts, and Science wore 
opened two years later.

Xlght classes were^ also start- 
en at which women were inli-uctod in 
the aria of cooking am] .sewing and 
In other inaticri!.
